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Continuation of 3. NOTE: In claim 19, part f "perfoming an in vitro dissolution test by" is a new issue because it is not clear what actual 
method step or limitation is being claimed. 



Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the instant specification 
sufficiently distinguishes buccal dissolution testing from Gl dissolution. This is not persuasive because on page 1, applicant states that in 
buccal dissolution, incomplete dissoultion, short times and particle removal distinguish from Gl testing, but the art applied by the examiner 
teaches incomplete dissoultion and removal of particles from the test chamber, and there is no limitation to the duration of testing. There 
are no limitations to the claim which define over the prior art method other than calling the method by the name "buccal dissolution 
testing." What exactly is applicant trying to claim to distinguish over the prior art?. 
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
